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In the campaign for ecology, there is one group 
at Liberty whose efforts go largely unrecognized. 
It is the Future Farmers of America, a group of 
guys whose main common interest is a love for the 
outdoors. 

The club’s activities go far beyond what its 
primary aim—the development of agricultural lead- 
ership, cooperation and citizenship—suggests. 

Teams of four boys are sponsored, which 
compete on the local and state level in seven dif- 
ferent categories including farm mechanics, public 
speaking, beef cattle raising, tractor driving, and 
forestry. The Liberty Chapter has won first place 
in forestry for the area and federation and has 
placed fourth in the state. 

The club also sends four to ten delegates to a 
state convention at Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
each summer. 

Perhaps the most interesting work of the club 
is in the field of conservation, for this is what the 
boys themselves like best. Each year the members 
plant hundreds of pine seedlings on area farmlands. 
Another project is the sowing of wildlife food 
patches, which feed game birds during the winter.
